Pacer earns All-American 


The Pacer received 
notification earlier this week 
that it has earned the All 
American rating for the third 
consecutive rating period, 
according to Aaron Hughey , 
executive editor of The Pacer 
“Speaking on behalf of the 
entire staff. I'm extremely 
proud to be associated with a 
publication like The Pacer." 
Hughey commented "We are 
deeply committed to 
upholding the high journalistic 
standards which have always 
been the trademark of The 
Pacer, and to be awarded such 
a meaningful distinction is 
very rewarding 
To receive an All-American 


rating, a publication must 
first earn the highest 
numerical shore for a First 
Glass rating, or 4,500 points It 
must then receive at least four 
of five possible Marks of 
Distinction. In this way, the 
ACP can recognize those 
publications which exhibit 
special intelligence, creativity 
and appeal, as well as basic 
journalistic excellence 

'We received Marks of 
Distinction in coverage and 
content. editorial leadership 
and opinion features physical 
appearance and visual 
communication. and 
photography, art and the use 


of graphics." Hughey said 

"The Pacer has a long 
tradition of journalistic 
leadership which includes 
sharing the number one spot 
in the nation with Auburn 
University in 1974. Hughey 
continued "A comparison of 
The Pacer with most other 
collegiate newspapers from 
similar schools quickly 
reveals that The Pacer is 
indeed far ahead of its com 
petitors

WUTM is out of danger of 
having to permanently sign off 
the air 

The Federal Com 
mumcations Commission has 
required all 10 watt stations to 
upgrade their transmission 
power to 100 watts Those 
stations not able to comply 
with the regulation, designed 
to clear the radio band due to 
scarcity of spectrum space, 
must give up their license 

Through funding provided 
by a l’T System dividend. 
WUTM has been given $15,000 
tobuy the necessary equip 
ment for compliance 

The money is a part of no 
local current budget, said 
Dr David Briody. chairman 
of the Department of Com 
mumcations and Fine Arts 
"The money comes from 
outside the UT Martin I 
budget 

According to Dr Gary 
Steike. advisor for the radio 
station and professor in the 
communications department, 
the station is going to increase 
its power to at least 150 watts 
and go stereo 


"We are trying to bring the 
station up to contemporary 
broadcast standards." Steinke 
said 

The station already has 
some of the equipment 
necessary to broadcast in 
stereo. Steinke said The 
funds will be used to purchase 
the remining equipment 
needed to go stereo, as well as 
the new transmitter 
"We will be able to expand 
our coverage space into the 
surrounding area, a 25-mile 


radius." he said We should 
be able to reach all of Weakley 
and Obion Counties 
Listeners will still be able to 
receive the WUTM signal on 
their monaural radios, hut a 
stereo receiv er is necessary to 
receive full benefit of the new 
capability, he explained 
"We hope to upgrade our 
programming, Steinke said 
"We are planning to provide 
the community with more 
information about campus 
activities 


The old monaural equip 
ment will be recycled into the 
Communications Building for 
use by broadcasting students 
"This ripple effect will be a 
big help to the academic part 
of the program " Steinke said 
"There must be a balance 
between the academic and the 
practical, but hands-on ex 
perience is vital for the 
everyday working world 
So far as employment is 
concerned Experience has 
been what has given UTM 


graduates a distinct ad 
vantage over other graduates 
in the state, he added 

According to Steinke, UTM 
is one of the few colleges if no! 
the only one, in the United 
States that teach"* 
automation 

"1 feel that in regard to all

In order to accurately 
surmise the financial con 
I dition of UTM. The I'acer 
asked Francis M Gross, vice 
chancellor for business and 
, finance, to respond to several 
questions of an economic 
nature The following is a 
verbatim account of what 
Gross hpd to offer 

The Pacer How serious is 
the crisis which is now facing 
this University 0 

Gross UTM has had 
financial problems for the last 
six years In Fiscal Year 
(FY 1 1973-74. operating 

budgets had to be cut to fund 
1 eg i si a t i v e m a n da t ed pa y 
raises for which state funding 
was inadequate Since then 
spiraling utility, staff benefits 
and other specialized costs 
combined with inadequate 
state funding has prev ented us 
from restoring operating 
budgets to the FA’ 1972-73 
levels or to even keep up w ith 
inflation 

Specifically . UTM's current 
overall financial problem may 
be summarized as follows 

1 1 After allowing for six 
percent salary increases and 
longevity payments, the FY 
1980 81 recommended state 
appropriation is $96,200 less 
than what UTM received this 
year This situation is the 
result of scaling back the 
formula derived THKC 
recommendation of $9,160,500 
to $8.562.7(H) because the state 
budget planners did not 
believe there would bo suf 
ficient state revenue next 


2' UTM will need additional 
funds next year to meet utility 
increases, staff benefit in 
creases, grant matching 
requirements and long needed 
operating budget increases 
After allowing for a projected 
$230.(HH) increase from student 
fees, UTM will still need 
$150.000-200.000 for FY 1980-81 
3) UTM's current budget is out 
of balance by a $26(1.non 
deficit However, because of 
unfilled positions and 
traditional annual savings, we 
do not expect an actual defii it 
or at least one that is 
significantly less 


also intends to look carefully 
at every program and activ ity 
and at all unfilled positions for 
possible reductions

Hopeful students await 
accreditation of program 


While we may, on occasion, 
experience heavy workloads 
which prohibit our responding 
as rapidly as we otherwise 
would, the company never 
“neglects" its customers. We 
recgonize the inconvenience 


In February 1980, the Social Work Program 
at I'TM was reviewed for reaffirmation of 
accreditation by the Council of Social Work 
Education (CSWE) 

One hundred and forty five social work 
majors, one of the largest enrollment majors in 
the School of Arts and Sciences are now 
waiting patiently to know whether they will 
graduate with a degree from an accredited 
program or with a worthless piece of paper 

The Social Work Program at the University 
of Tennessee at Martin was accredited for the 
first time in 1974 It is now one of the six ac 
credited programs in Tennessee The program 
is well respected by the community and is 
known for its excellence in quality education 
and graduates 

Requirements for the I'TM Social Work 
Program to receive re-accreditation are 1) 
greater visibility 2) a greater faculty-student 
ratio and 3) more emphasis on social work 
practice in the curriculum 

If the university administration can meet the 
requirements of the CSWE, the problem w ill he 
two-thirds solved 

The Social Work Program at UTM is vir 
tually invisible, buried in the Department of 
Sociology and Anthropology In the general 
catalog it is listed under Sociology as Social 
Work (sociology-option II) Transcripts in¬ 
dicate a major in "Sociology (Social Work' 

The fact that lay persons also make no 
distinction between the two is quite annoying to 
145 persons who will gladly tell anyone that 
sociology and social work are no more alike 
than daylight and darkness Sociology is the 
study of group behavior Social Work is study 
and practice of helping those who cannot help 
themselves 

We are also a bit confused as to why the 
Social Work Program is lodged in the Depart 
ment of Sociology and Anthropology when, in 
fact, there are 145 social work majors and 166 


criminal j.jatice majors Conversely.there are 
12 sociology majors and no anthropology 
majors If anything, it should be called the 
Department of Criminal Justice and Social 
Work 

Delving further into the matter we find that 
the social work faculty is three fourths of a 
person short of the standards set by the CSWE 

According the CSWE report, the two full time 
"capable, well-qualified" instructors made 
quite an impact on the accreditation team The 
team was extremely impressed w ith their hard 
work but inquired as to how long they would 
continue to manage the "near impossible set 
of responsibilities consisting of advising, in¬ 
structing and providing field experience for 145 
students 

Accreditation is absolutely essential to a 
baccalaureate social work education. Without 
accreditation, there is no standard curriculum 
assurance, no national recognition, no 
professional membersnips or affiliations, no 
professional recognition, greater com 
petitiveness for employment, no eligibility for 
licensure, loss of advanced standing for 
graduate study and no chance for grants to 
educational institutions 

The social work faculty as well as some 
majors have expressed their confidence that 
Chancellor Smith and the administration will 
do everything possible to meet the 
requirements of the CSWE and keep the 
program here at UTM accredited 

In support of the accreditation of UTM’s 
Social Work Program we implore that the 
administration take into consideration 
everything that is at stake Allowing this 
educational program that has always been held 
in highest regard in the community to lose 
accreditation is not only a tragedy for one of 
the largest majors programs in the School of 
Arts and Sciences, but an immeasurable loss 
and disgrace to the entire UT system 


Easter closings criticized 


Holidays 

In a display of apparent 
religious advocacy, UTM will 
be closing down this weekend 
(or the Easter holidays 

Although the dorms will 
remain open and inhabitable, 
students will be unable to use 
the library or P E Complex 
after Thursday afternoon 
Food services will also be 
closed for the three-day 
weekend, thus forcing 
students to seek nourishment 
off campus. 

It appears that those 
students who do not recognize 
this weekend as having any 
significant religious im¬ 
portance will have little choice 
as to how it will affect them 
Students with no place to go 
for the weekend may feel a 
little upset with having those 
services their tuition finances 
cut off. The University also 
has responsibility to the 
community which will be hard 
to fulfill under these con 
ditions

evaluation can keep tradition 
from becoming only an excuse 
for not changing when valid 
reasons exist. The fact the the 
library has been closing for 
Easter weekend for the last 
ten years is not a valid reason 
for it to close this year. 


reveals that there are two 
main reasons for this policy: 
1. amount of student use of the 
facilities listed does not 
warrant paying employees for 
their time 2. these facilities 
traditionally have been close 
over Easter holidays. 

These facts bring two 
questions to mind. At what 
point does the economic cost 
to a department outweigh the 
responsibility of the 
University to its students? 
Although we live in an in¬ 
creasingly cost-conscious 
society, it would be nice to 
think some ideals rated a little 
higher than the concern of 
"breaking even." While the 
administration is to be 
commended in its attempt to 
cut spending wherever 
possible, it needs to be careful 
not to sacrifice quality or 
availablitity of its resources 

The second question con¬ 
cerns the value of tradition. 
While tradition has its place in 
any society, only constant re¬ 


in closing it is necessary to 
state that it would be im¬ 
proper to place blame on any 
individuals in the departments 
named. However, it is not 
improper to suggest that 
perhaps a general 
housecleaning is in order. 
Each department should 
examine those policies it has 
that have survived on the 
grounds of traditions and re¬ 
evaluate them on the basis of 
new information and con¬ 
ditions. 

This may be the best way for 
the University to become 
more efficient and to best 
serve the students and 
thecommunity it is dedicated

One of the busiest people on 
campus is undoubtedly Sheila 
Hicks, the UTM campus 
operator 

Surrounded by 
microphones, telephones, 
files, keys, reports and radios. 
Sheila tries to stay on top of 
things from 8 a m. to 5 p m 
every Monday through 
Friday 

Sheila says that although 
her job is not one of the easiest 
around, it is never boring 

"Everything happens at 
once. There's certainly no 
routine around here," said 
Sheila. 

In addition to answering 
both on and off campus calls 


on the campus operator line. 
Sheila must answer caUs to 
Safety and Security. Security 
officers' radio transmissions, 
monitor the Martin police 
department radio at all times, 
monitor surrounding police 
agencies, monitor Citizens' 
Band channel 9, type all police 
reports, meet the public who 
come to Security with com¬ 
plaints, keep the payroll 
records, keep the police log, 
keep the key log and caU in all 
maintenance complaints. 

"The officers come first 
When they call in it could 
mean that their lives or 
someone else’s life is on the 
line." 

The same is true for the 
security telephone and the 
Martin police department 
radio, Sheila said 

Sheila, who started her 


unusual job in September of 
1978, commented that 
sometimes people get annoyed 
when they caU the campus 
operator and their questions 
aren't answered immediately 

The fact is that Sheila isn't 
supposed to give numbers to 
dormitory residents except in 
an emergency 

Every dormitory already 
has its own switchboard 
operator who has every 
telephone number that the 
campus operator has 

“I'm just too busy to do 
things which other people can 
do just as well. But people 
often get mad at me anyway." 

Sheila's boss is Ted Council, 
director of Safety and 
Security. 

"Sheila isn't like other 


secretaries Someone has to 
be there at those telephones at 
all times If she leaves the 
office for any reason. someone 
has to take her place," Council 
said 

"She has a hectic job But in 
all the time she’s worked here 
I've never heard her be rude 
to anyone.” he said 

‘‘Unfortunately. not 
everyone is as mature as 
Sheila She says tha people 
often get angry at her because 
she doesn't give them 
telephone numbers. " he 
added 

“A survey of the new ROLM 
system was taken about six 
months ago,” Sheila said 
“The computer showed me 
actually talking on the 
telephone for over four hours 
during one eight-hour shift.” 

"That's when they realized 


that I couldn't handle aU the
